This  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  either  by  their  Medical  Officers  or  by  arrangement  with 
medical  practitioners 0  I  am  indebted  to  Doctor  McLennan,  the 
Area  Medical  Officer  for  the  following  report  and  statistical 
tables  showing  the  work  carried  out  in  Rowley  Regis  during  1965° 

"The  disintegration  of  this  Area  as  a  result  of  Local 
Government  Re-organisation  is  almost  nigh  and  this  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  during  the  final  calendar  year  is  of  necessity 
very  brief,  but  the  statistical  tables  which  follow  are  comprehensive 
and  for  purposes  of  comparison  have  been  drawn  up  on  the  same  lines 
as  those  presented  in  my  report  for  1964o 

The  only  change  in  the  County  Council 5 s  Immunisation  Scheme 
which  occurred  during  the  year  was  the  decision  in  September  that 
children  could  be  given  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  simultaneously 
with  either  triple  vaccine  or  diphtheria  and  tetanus  vaccine <,  This 
had  been  agreed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  following  the 
recommendation  of  their  Advisory  Sub-Committee  on  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccination.,  This  change  means  that  a  child  commencing  immunisation 
procedures  in  his  third  month  can  have  completed  primary  courses  of 
protection  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cougb  and 
poliomyelitis  by  the  time  he  reaches  the  age  of  six  months,  and 
this  speeding  up  should  bring  about  an  improvement  in  the  immunisation 
index o  , 


The  immunisation  Team  which  visits  schools  was  fully  programmed 
throughout  the  year  and  all  new  entrants  were  offered  Diphtheria/ 
Tetanus  booster  doses.  As  the  majority  of  entrants  had  not  previously 
received  tetanus,  tne  process  was  lengthy  in  that  three  injections 
at  monthly  intervals  were  involved,  incorporat ing  initial  protection 
against  tetanus,  and  reinforcement  against  diphtheria.  Re -vaccination 
against  smallpox  was  also  included  in  the  Team 5 s  programme  but  this 
was  not  weighty  as  the  number  of  school  entrants  vaccinated  in  infancy 
was  very  low.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  that  the  Team  was 
without  a  nurse  for  a  considerable  time,  but  the  deficiency  was 


overcome  whenever  possible  by  using  the  services

This  fill  and  empty  bath  at  Haden  Hill  Park  was  only  used  for 
a  few  weeks  during  the  summer  due  to  inability  to  recruit  an 
attendant , 


Two  water  samples  were  taken  at  the  same  time,  one  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  being  satisfactory,  but  the  other 
chemically  analysed  showed  a  deficiency  of  free  chlorine.  A  daily 
check  was  also  kept  by  means  of  a  Lovibond  comparator  test  with 
manual  chlorination,  although  carefully  supervised  this  type  of  bath 
is  unsatisfactory  from  a  public  health  point  of  view. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  greater  part  of  the  sewage  passes  down  the  Upper  Stour 
Valley  Main  Sewerage  Board’s  sewers  and  is  dealt  with  on  the  land 
irrigation  principle  at  Whittington,  Near  Stourbridge,  the  effluent 

(16) 


being  discharged  into  the  River  Stour. 

A  small  sewage  disposal  works  is  in  use  at  Tividale,  the 
effluent  being  discharged  into  a  tributary  of  the  Tame. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  ETC. 

There  were  few  complaints  during  the  year,  probably  due  to  the 
cool  and  wet  summer  which  we  experienced.  The  main  potential  source 
of  nuisance,  the  large  marlhole  at  Tividale  which  is  still  in  a  septic 
condition  has  not  yet  been  aerated  due  to  difficulties  arising  in  the 
setting  up  of  the  necessary  apparatus  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
be  in  operation  in  the  near  future.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


There  were  comparatively  few  complaints  received  during  the  year 
concerning  atmospheric  pollution „  Constant  vigilance  is  maintained 
on  existing  plant  and  proposals  for  new  installations  are  carefully 
scrutinise do 

Four  notifications  of  intention  to  install  new  furnaces  were 
received  and  the  appropriate  chimney  heights  calculated.  Another 
proposal  to  construct  a  new  type  of  acid  recovery  plant  was  notified  by 
this  department  to  the  Government  Alkali  Inspector, 

There  are  two  main  stone  crushing  plants  in  the  Borough,  The  very 
old  plant  in  Portway  Road  which  was  the  cause  of  much  complaint  was 
closed  down  during  the  year  and  a  completely  new  installation  built  at 
considerable  cost  on  an  adjoining  site.  This  new  plant  incorporates 
the  most  modern  dust  arrest at ion  apparatus  and  apart  from  minor 
teething  troubles  has  worked  for  several  months  without  nuisance „ 

In  the  other  case  it  is  hoped  that  new  arrestation  apparatus  will  be 
installed  in  the  very  near  future  and  obviate  further  complaints 
concerning  that  source  of  nuisance. 

Other  improvements  secured  were  as  follows

(2)  New  dust  extractors  fitted  to  shot  blasting  plant 

(3)  Chimney  extended  to  core  drying  oven
